‘THE PROSECUTION OF BAIHUT THE ROUK™ 


ON WHICH THEY SPLIT. 


Ottizens of the Republic Losing Faith in 
Carnot and His Advisers— A Belief 
That They Are Shielding the Swindlers 
~—Ribot Will Try to Form a New Cab- 
inet-—Charles de Lesseps Placed on 
Trial. 


Paris, Jan..10.—France is making history 
with a speed surpassed only inthe days of the 
revolution. Again is the Government without 
a ministry. The members of the Ribot 
Cabinet have tendered their resignations 
and Premier Ribot has again essayed the 
task of forming a new Ministry. The coun- 
try is to-day verging upon a reign of chaos. 

When the news of the resignation of 
the Cabluet was made public, it 
caused great excitement. People 
thronged the streets asking each other what 
the next act in the great drama of the 
Panama scandal would be. Police were kept 
busy dispersing the crowds that gathered. 

The gravity of the situation is shown in the 
sentiment which seems to have taken hold of 
Paris to-day that the President and M. Ribot 
are not in earnest in the Panama prosecu- 
tiens and that they have no intention of 
bringing the bribe-takers to trlal, and that 
the prosecution of De Lesseps, Fontaine, 
Cottu and Eiffel will be nothing more thana 
farce. 


Itis also charged that efforts are being 


madeto postpone the exposure of certain 
guilty parties until the law of proscription 
will have taken effect. , 

It is known that the resignation. of the 
Ministry was caused by the divergence of 
views on Bathut’s case. Bourgeois 
threatened to leave the Cabinet at the con- 
ference atthe Elyseeif the ex-Minister was 
placed in prison. 


BAIHUT’S CRIME. 

M. Baihut is accused of having received 
500, 000 francs for falsifying the report of En- 
gineer Rousseau, who was sent to Panama in 
1886. 

This report concluded that the termination 
ofthe canal was impossible; M. Baihut, then 
Minister of Public Works, changed the sense 
of the report and M. Rousseau did not dare to 
protest against the action of his chief. 

M. Baihut is said to have attempted to cor - 
rupt a number of Senators, Deputies and ad- 
ministrative employes—and, in fact, played 
in 1886 same role as did Baron de Reinach

mengaud, the Municipal Councillor, whose 
wife he had run away with. Armengaud had 
known all the facts for a long time, but only 
waited a favorable moment to avenge him- 
self by denouncing the ex- Minister. 

After his examination before the Magis- 
trate yesterday, Baihut was last evening 
committed to the Mazas prison. 

Ata Cabinet council, held in the Elysee to- 


dar, Premier Ribot announced to President 


Carnot that he and his colleagues recognized 
thatit was necessary to reform the Cabinet. 
The Ministers thereupon collectively pre- 
sented their resignations to President Carnot, 
and the President charged M. Ribot 
with the duty of reconstructing the Ministry. 
Itis understood that M. Ribot will retain 
the office of Premier, but will exchange the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs for the Ministry 
ofthe Interior. It is also reported that M. 
Joubet, Minister ofthe Interior, and Mu. De 
Freycinet, Minister of War, will probably not 
be found in the reconstructed Cabinet. 
THE HOPE OF FRANCE. 

In the midst of this crumDling of Ministers 
ominous threats of Anarchists and plotting 
ot the friends of exiled pretenders, Paris 
turns, as it always does in times of national 
peril, tothe man at the head of the army— 
Gen. Saussier. 

A few newspapers openly declare that Paris 
fs in a state of siege, because of the precau- 
tions Gen. Saussier has taken to quell any 
uprising of Anarchists, and the preparations 
made in frontier towns to prevent the entry 
of Royalist or Imperialist pretenders into 
France wittout the Government being at 
once apprised of the fact. 

Saussier is not a politician, but a soldier 
with an enviable record. Although he has 
_ gerved as a Deputy in the Chambers one term 
of three years, he held on to his commission 
in the army. On the occasion of the presi- 
dential election in 1887 he was appointed to 
the military command of Paris. The mobof 
the city had threatened to make trouble if M. 
Ferry were elected President. Gen. Saussier 
took the precaution of taking upthe pave- 
ment in different quarters of Paris so that if 
an outbreak should occur barricades could 
be rapidly erected for te protection of the 
soldiers. 

In this election Gen. Saussier himself was 
an unofficial candidate for the post of Presi- 
dent. He received very few votes, but would 
probably have received a great many more 
if it had not been for the fact that his mod. 
erate republicanism was regarded by many 
as a sign that he was strongly in favor of the 
Monarchical party. 

TO ILL TO BE PRESENT. 
A medical certificate was submitted to

amand de Lesseps was not in a condition to 
be present. ; 

The President began the examination of 
Charles de Lesseps. In reply to the Pres!- 
dent's questions, Charles de Lesseps saia 
. that it was against his advice that his father 
had undertaken the construction of the 
Panama Canal. 

Tue President reproached Charles de Les- 
seps for having misled the public by an- 
nouncing that Hersent and Oouvreux had 
undertaken the construction of the canal for 
612,000,000 francs. 

To this Charles de Lessers replied that the 
arrangement with Hersent and Couvreux 
vas not exactly a contract of that kind. It

TRIAL OF THE SWINDLERS. 


M. Ferdinand De Lesseps, although absent

it, dissipated sums derived from issues of 
loans which haa been obtained for a specified 
use and employment and of having swindled 
the whole or part of the fortune of others.’’ 


THE LAW IN THE CASE. 

The article 406 of the French code, which 
deals with the misdemeanors mentioned in 
the charges against M. Cnarles de Lesseps 
and his associates, declares that; ‘*Whoso- 
ever by using a false name, or false title, or 
by employing fraudulent maneuvers for 
creatinga belief in the existence of false 
enterprises ofan imaginary credit or power, 
or hope or fear for a chimerical success, 
accident or any other event, shall cause 
to be delivered to him or try to 
have delivered to him funds, furniture, bonds. 
bills, promissory notes or receipts, and shall 
by this means have swindled or tried to 
swindle another party from all or a portion | 
of his fortune, shall be punished with impris- 
onment for at least one year and five years at 
most, and a fine of not less than 50 francs and 
not exceeding 3,000 francs.’’ 

The culprit may also be deprived of civil 
rights for five years to ten years. The other 
articles are of corelative character, dealing 
with the embezzlement of shares and the 
punishment of accomplices. 

It is owing tothe fact that M. Terdmand 
de Lesseps is a high dignitary of the Legion 
of Honor that this, whichis really a police 
case, is being tried before the Court of Ap- 
peals. The last occasion on which this court 
was called upon to deal with a ‘‘correc- 
tional’’ case was when Mgr. Gouthe-Soulard, 
the Archbishop of Aix, was brought to trial 
for His insulting letter to the Minister of Pub- 
lic Worship. 

Advocate-General Rau is assisting M. Tanon 
in the prosecution. 

Maitres Barboux, Waldeck-Rousseau and 
Du Bult were among the connsel of the ac- 
cused, Maitres Barboux acting for both 
Ferdinand and Charles de Lesseps. 

Charles de Lesseps looked firm and cast his 
eyes around in a confident manner. He is 
not in the least like his father, being fair, very 
thin and witha face which may be described 
as all profile.

The Ministry which has resigned was the 
Same asthe old Ministry of M. Loubet, with 
the relative situations of its members 
changed, and without M. Ricard, and M.

M. Bourgeois, who replaced M. Ricard was 
regarded asa man of rm character. Being 
a Parisian, his head is not easily turned by | 
as is the case with 
previncial deputies when they succeed in 
climbing to high positions. He belongs td an 
intelligent, old-fashioned family and is an 
active man. Energy in him is somehow al- 
ways tempered with discretion. There can 
be no doubt about the sincerity and advanced 
quality of his republicanism. 

M. Dupuy, who replaced M. Roche, Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction, is of the town of 
Puy, in Auverne. He spent many years as a 
Lyceum professor in provincial towns, and 
was for some time a sub-rector ata high 
school at Ajaccio. M. Bourgeois thought him 
the best person for the department 
which he now heads. His report on the bud- 
get on secular education last session 
was an able one. Like most university pro- 
fessors, he is free from the canker of love of 
luxury and shades of politics. M. Dupuy 
graduated at the Eckol Normale des Hautes 
Etudes. 

M. Tirard, Minister of Finance, who has 
held that place since the resignationof M. 
zouvler, is well known, having held that 
office, as well as the office of Minister of Agri- 
culture and Commerce, in previous cabinets. 


WHY THE PEOPLE LOSE FAITII. 
lere is the reason the French people have 
lost faith in the honesty of the Government 
in its conduct of the Panama investigation. 
It has become evident that the plan ofthe 
Ministry was to satisfy the public by a mer- 
ciless pursuit of the Panama directors, con- 
tractors and other private offenders, with 
perhaps, one or two scapegoats among the 
public men who are implicated. 

Rochefort, in a severe article, denounces 
this policy. He points out that Magistrate 
Franqueville pretends to search in vain for 
evidence against the Republicans of France, 
when, if he will but ask for them, the names 
of more than a hundred members of Parila- 
ment and Ministers, with complete evidence 
of their guilt, will be furnished him. 

It is common talk that ex-Minister Rouvier 
will be exonerated by the Magistrate on the 
ground of lack of evidence, although his open 
admissions constitute sufficient proofof his 
gulit in the public mind. 

Most members of the commission are con-

When the idea of the Government’s perfidy 
takes full possession of the public there will 
be created a sentiment far more dangerous 
than any which has yet existed.

De Lesseps said to the Judge either in 
humor or in revenge: lu your search of my 
house, there was one thing you did not find. 
In a false bottom drawer in my desk there is 
a book written in cipher. I will write here 
now the key and it will yield you information 
about some things which have been said 
here. 

De Lesseps wrote out the key and an officer 
brought the book. The revelations which it 
yielded are described as terrible. It is de- 
clared that the exposures thus far made are 
as nothing compared with what now Is at thé 
hand of the magistrate. 

QUICK SUCCESSION OF GREAT EVENTS. 

it is worth while to recall the events which 
have trodden so closely uponeach other since 
Panama has become the specterof France. 
First came the accusation on the 2ist of last 
November, where M. Argelles, a Boulangist 
member, arose in the Chamber of Deputies 
and opened the Panama debate. He said that 
he came to defend the interests of the share- 
holders, and reminded the Minister of 
Finance that the Chamber in 1888 had author- 
ized the issue of shares. M. Rouvier, the 
Minister of Finance, replied that the Cham 
ber had pledged the responsibility neither of 
Parliament nor of the Government. ; 

M. Argelles was but little known, and his 
words did not carry much weight. Had no- 
body followed him the matter migot have 
passed for the time. But Jules Delahaye,the 
Deputy from Cbinon, a Monarchist, at one 
time a supporter of Boulanger, and editor of 
an influential newspaper, not only seconded 
the charges, but made them far stronger. 

Delahaye spoke rapidly and with great em- 


phasis. He said that he came to fulfilia duty 


demanded a 


Anyone who knows with what violence the 
sessions of the French legislative bodies are 
frequently conducted can conceive the ex- 
citement these statements produced. The 
Chamber was instantly in tremendous con- 
fusion. Some members were shouting to 
Delahaye to name the thieves,and others that 
they were not guilty. 

Delahaye went on. He sald that Panama 
was a political conspiracy upon which rested 
the opprobrium of venality. Accident re- 
vealed the foul disease. It was open theft of 
the fortunes of citizens by men whose duty it 
was to protectthem. Then he charged that 
members of the Chamber of Deputies and 
newspapers had received bribes. There-were 
renewed shouts forhimto namethem. He 
accused Floquet,the Minister of the Interior. 
Floquet denied it. He named Arton asthe 
medium of the infamous transactions. He 

said that 8,000,000 francs had been paid to 150 
Deputies and a few Senators, and the press 
had received in all 21,000,000 francs. 
IN PERFECT UPROAR. 

The Chamber was in one continual uproar. 
Premier Loubet tried to speak. Boissy 
a’ Anglas, Paul de Cassagnac, Paul Oeroulede 
and other noted men participated in the de ; 
bate. Delahaye would have continued his 
charges, bat his friends, thinking he had 
said enough, got him out of the Chamber. 

The Investigating Committee demanded by 
Delahaye -was appointed. But the excite- 
mentin Paris increased when the news of 
the death of the Baron de Reinach, which oc- 
curred the day before, became fully known. 
He died very suddenly, and as he was deeply 
implicated in Panama it is generally believed 
that he took poison. But he was buried 
hastily by his friends, and there was no ex- 
amination. He left an immense fortune, 
some say as much as 800,000,000 francs, and 
there was scarcely a doubt thata portion of 
it had come out of the ‘‘woolen stockings’’ 
of France via Panama. 

Three Conservatives and six members of 
the Left were appointed on the committee 
and they began work immediatély. They 
struck boldly atthe higbest in France. M. 
Prinet, Counselor of the Court of Appeals, 
assisted, and M. Ricard, Minister of Justice, 
placed at their disposal all the documents in 
the possession of the Government. 

The revelations: surprised the French, 
though they had expected much. It was 
proved that 21,000,000 francs had been given 
to the press, nearly every newspaper in Paris 
receiving a yearly subsidy, proportioned in 
size to its importance, to boom Panama. M. 
Flory, Auditor in Bankruptcy ofthe Panama 
Canal, and M. Rossignol, his predecessor, 
testified that Baron de Remach had received 
9,000,000 francs from the company. Others 
said that M. Barbe, a member of the Minis- 
try, had received 450,000 francs. 

Charlies de Lesseps, Vice-Chairman ofthe 
Board of Directors of the canal company, and 
M. Marquis Fontanes and Baron Cotta, mem 
bers of the board, refused to testify. M. 
Laguerre testified that Arton had spent 300, 
000 francs in political purposes for the Pana- 
ma Canal Co. But M. Propper, a partner in 
the De Reinach banking house, said that De 
Reinach had fgrnished Arton with 1,000,000 
francs in 1888. 

As the investigation proceeded others were 
drawn in. Checks had been given to Mu. 
Thierry for payments to many persons. M. 
Chabert, it was charged in the investigation, 
recetved checks for 3,350,000 francs. Senator 
Renault received 40,000, and a check for 20,000 
francs was made payable to Albert Grevy, 
brother of the late President of the French 
Republic. es, — 1 0 * 
The name oF Dr. M. Cornelius Herz, an 
American, appeared as the payee of two 
checks ot a million francs.each. He has fied 
the country. 

SHELTERED MINISTERS. 

The committee reported that the canal 
company had spent 83,000,000 francs for ‘‘ad- 
vertising’’ purposes. Where the remainder 
is gone is not Known yet. 

This was too much for the French public. 
The Government was compelled to go out of 
office, andon Nov. 27 M. Loubet and his col- 
leagues tendered their resignations. 

Panama had overthrown a French Minis- 
try. Then there was a great struggle to form 
anew Cabinet. 

The prosecutions, the Brisson Committee, 
the struggle in the Chamber between M. 
Brisson and M. Ribot, the defeat of M. Brfs- 
son and his reactionary and Radical allies, 
the narrow triumph of M. Ribot, the master- 
stroke ofthe arrest of M. Charles de Lesseps 
and other Panama directors, then M. An- 
Grieux’s appearance, the direct inculpation 
of ton Senators and Deputies, M. Rouvier’s 
resignation, followed by the attack on the 
President of the Chamber, and the attack on 
the President of the Republic. 

And now comes the dissolution of the Ribot 
Ministry, and what is of much greater conse- 
quence the belief that Carnot and his intl- 
mates are shielding the robbers of the 
nation. Thatduringall this turmoil the Re- 
public has been in danger needs no seer to 
tell. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Carnegie’s Non-Union Men Threaten to 
Strike. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 10.—Discontent ex- 
ists amongthe men in the Homestead Steel 
Works. This dissatisfaction is no greater 
among the ex-strikers than among the non- 


unionists, who claim that they are not being 
paid the wages promised them by the com- 
pany throughout the country when en- 
tering the service for the firm. The 
growling of the old hands becomes 
more ominous each day and it 
is the opinion not only of men who work in 
the mill, but of Homestead citizens gener- 
ally, that by spring the Carnegie company 
will have another Homestead strike on its 
hands. Should it come toa question of or- 
ganizing for another strike, which, judgiug 
from present indications, ts not atall im- 
probable, the non-union men in the works 
will be taken in, as they are as loud, if not 
more so, in their denunciation of their treat- 
ment as are the ex-strikers. 


FIRES. 


An Incendiary Blaze Destroys a Chicago 


Hotel. 


CHICAGO, III,, Jan. 10.—The Harvey World's 
Fair Hotel at One Hundred and Forty-Sev- 
enth and Halstead streets was destroyed by 
fire at an early hour this morning, causinga 
loss of $90,000, insurance £50,000. Manager 
Waring is.of the opinion thatthe fire wag of 
incendiary origin: The building, which was 


almost ready for occupancy, wasa two-story 
structure and contained rooms. It was 
built by the Harvey World's Fair Hotel Co., 
with a capitalized stock of $175,000. Dr. IL. 
K. Keely, the gold cure man, was a heavy 
stockholder. It was the intention of the 
stockholders to turn the bufiding into a 
Keely sanitarium aiter the World's Fair.

ONE MAN: KILLED OUTRIGHT AND TWO 
FATALLY INJURED. 


Thirty Men Penned Up in a Welsh Mine 
by a Flood of Water—Killed by a Fall- 
ing Tree—-An Old Lady Burned to 
Death — The Casualty Record of a 
Day. * 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 10.—By the sudden 
bursting ofa fily-wheel, 24 feet in diameter, 
in the lower rod mill of Oliver & Robertson at 
9 o’clock this morning, one man was killed, 
two fatally, two seriously and several 
slightly injured.

much pleased to have the information. May 
Lask your paper to take especial pains that 
Mr. Lenig’s report be publishedin full. We 
who are in favor of opening the 
World's Fair on Sunday are particularly 
anxious that the subject shall be discussed in 
all its bearings and seen in all possible 
lights. If it can be shown that either 
the revealed laws of God or the sanc- 
tions of natural morality are dis- 
obeyed and-disregarded in opening the Ex- 
position on Sunday, I for one will giadly re- 
tract all I have said in favor of such a plan. 
Can you not induce many of the evangelical 
clergy to preach on this subject next 
Sunday morning or.eventng, and have their 
sermons published, You will pardon my 
presumption, I know, when I say that you 
cannot do a_ better work in St. 
Louis than freely glve your 
columns to this vital subject. I 
do not havethe honor of Mr. Lenig’s per- 
sonal acquaintance, and imagine that he 
has not been long a resident of St. Louis. 
And while 1 deprecate as much as 
any man the too prevalent habit of measur-

The rapid growth of 
Kansas was of enormous commercial benefit 
to this city, but its trade had to be shared 
with other cities. Witha proper system of 
railroads nearly allthe rasources of the In- 
dian ‘Territory would be poured into St. 
Louls, which, from its position, might defy 
rivalry. At present railroads cross the Ter- 
ritory asthey would cross a desert. With 
white settlers on the lands the freight from 
this part of the country would 

one of the most lucrative sources of income 
to the lines involved. As soon as contracts are 
closed for the opening, the railroads stand

A SPLENDID FUTURE. 

But important as the cession of the lands 
now in negotiation is to Sti Louis, it is insig- 
nificant as compared with the benefits to be 
derived from the settlement of the country 
not yet nogotiated for. 

The five civjlizea tribes hold by far the 
richest lands, and this country located 
in the eastern portion of the Ter- 
ritory, is that which would 
de ot most value to this city. It is richer in 
agricultural and mineral potentialities than 
any part of Kansas. It lies so near St. Louls 
that no other city could successfully bid for 
its trade. It is so well watered that the 
droughts that sometimes destroy erops in the 
Western States are not to be feared. Muc 
of the land is admirably adapted to the 
growth of cotton and tobacco; zinc, lead and 
coal are known to exist, and the ex- 
isting railroad lines are so located that 
all parts could be reached by the laying of a 
comparativeiy few miles of new track. Al- 
ready many of the Indians are clamoring for 
the opening of this vast and rich country. If 
once a disposition is manifested by Congress 
to purchase the surplus lands all ormidable 
opposition from the tribes will cease. A 
glance at the map will show how important 
such a consummation would be to this city. 
With the prong sat Reed one of the most valuabie 
sections of its tributary country, which has 
heretofore been practically hermetically 
sealed, a new era of prosperity would dawn 
for St. Louls.

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| BIG DROP IN GATE RECEIPTS SIA 


1890. 
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Something to Make Base Ball Magnates 
Feel Good—Corbett at Last Says Some- 
thing Definite—John Ward Mentioned 
for President of the New York Club— 
Sporting News of All Sorts. 


NEW York, Jan. 10.—Is popular interest in 
racing declining in the East? At the conclu- 
sion ofthe fall meeting at the Brooklyn track 
there were many predictions that racing had 
seen its best days in this part of the country, 
and that the star of empire in this great 
sport was taking its course westward. Under 
the Ives billthe racing associations have to 
make sworn statements of the amount of 
their gate receipts, and upon these receipts a 
tax of 5 per cent is levied. 

While the amount of this tax does not ac- 
curately indicate the number of people who 
see the races, so many free passes and badges 
being given away by the different associa- 
tions of horsemen, bookmakers, stockhold- 
ers and other persons, a comparison of the 
sums paid in during the past five years will 
give a very good general idea of the present 
condition of affairs. 

The following is the amount of taxes which 
each club has paid during the past six years: 
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It will be seen from these reports that 
there was a falling off during the past sea- 
son, the Brooklyn track suffering most. The 
drop in receipts at this track, as compared 
with the previous year, was $59,292. 

From the returns itappéars that 1890 was 
the banner turf year. In that year the high- 
water mark was reached in all the clubs ex- 
cept Brooklyn, which made its record the 
following year, when the memorable fight 
upon the pool-rooms was made. 

This fight, by the way, increased the re- 
ceipts at the Brooklyn track over $20,000, 
which would mean nearly $100,000a year to 
the four race-tracks in attendance alone, if 
the pool-rooms were closed. The increase of 
the book-makers in the price of privileges in 
programmes, Paris mutuals and other inei- 
dentals would run this sum up toover a 
quarter of a million. Ten additional book- 
makers would be worth over $100,000, and 
with pool-rooms closed there would be nearer 
twenty than ten. 

That 1890 was such a prosperous year for 
the tracks was due in a great measure to the 
grand contests ofthat year. It was the year 
when the mighty Salvator wasin his prime, 
the year of the great but unfortunate Tenny. 
It was the year of the fastest Suburban ever 
run, of the great Tenny-Salvator match race, 
of a new mile record, of new records at Mor- 
ris Park. Everything went with a rush and 
a snap that year. 

One of the principal reasons for public 


apathy last year was the mediocre class of 
horses. There were no Salvators. The aged 
division was 8 weak. The stake-win- 
ning 2-year-olds, with four exceptions, would 
have been selling-platers if they had ap- 
peared the previous year, and the brilliant 
array of 3-year-olds dwindled down to Tam- 
many and Lamplighter, and in 1891 Tammany 
and 121 — were all of ten pounds be- 
hind the leaders. His Highness, Victory and 
St. Florian all went wrong, and in the land of 
the blind the one-eyed bécame Kings. 

The pool-rooms of course affected the at- 
tendance, but, as Morris Park and Brighton 
show, the effect was not so marked as was 
generally believed. Certainly the l- rooms 
could not have been solely responsible for a 
decrease of $59,000 at Brooklyn when Morris 
Park only lost $9,000. The explanation must 
be soughz somewhere else. The rich owners

BURY THE WIRES. 

Senator Stone’s statement that he has 
met all the objections in framing his 
underground wire bill brought by the rep- 
resentatives of wire companies against the 
bill to accomplish the same object of two 
years ago, and the further proof that the 
bill is not designed to foster a conduit 
monopoly, knocks the pins from under the 
wire corporations 

The wire companies have claimed that 
they are willing to put their wires under 
ground, but have opposed specific meas- 
ures on the ground that they granted 
insufficient time or imposed condi- 
tions which would subfect them to 
useless cost. If they oppose a fair measure 
giving them ample time and freedom in 
the manner of laying the wires, it is proof 
that they have been insincere and have 
been merely playing the Legislature for the 
purpose of defeating all measures provid- 
ing for the burying of the wires. 

The Stone bill brings the question before 
the Legislature sharply on its merits. 
Shall the vital interests of all the people of 
St. Louis be sacrificed to the petty inter- 
ests of a few corporations? Shall life and 
property in this city be endangered to 
save these corporations a little initial 
trouble and expense in making their wires 
safe?

THE FATE OF THE CONVICT, 

The question of convict labor cannot be 
settled without a rational consideration of 
the rights of the convict himself and of 
the innocents who are punished and 
wronged by his incarceratfon. A system 
which denies all the ordinary rights now 
held to be the inalienable property of all, 
is a vicious and barbaro us survival of a 
time when force was the only law. It is 
an anachronism in morals which should 
not be tolerated in a country in which 
humanity and morality prevail, 

If there is any right which is held, theo- 
retically, by the whole American people 
it is the right of the laborer to his earn- 
ings. But, practically, our penal custom 
violates this even more completely than 
did the system of chattel slavery swept 
away by the civil war. For the convict is 
made to endure hardships and depriva- 
tions much more hideous than those im- 
posed by the most brutal masters of black 
slaves. Every one knows this who 
has witnessed the barbarities suffered 
by the unfortunates in Tennessee, 
Georgia and Arkansas. They are farmed 
out like so many cattle to be worked for 
the profit of the employer, and at the end 
of their term, if they survive it, are broken 
in health, destitute in pocket and fitted 
only for re-entry into crime, which speed- 
ily lands them once more in the convict 
gangs, Their earnings are appropriated 
by the State, which enters into a partner- 
ship with greedy individuals to make 
crime ‘‘pay.’’ The convict’s fate is worse 
than the slave’s, because the latter’s health 
was always the object ot the master’s care, 
while there is no such responsibility rest- 
ing upon the employer of the despised 
‘*zebra.’’ 

When a negro slave was hanged by law 
for murder, the State paid the master the 
value of the laborof whichit deprived 
him, and when the bread-winner of 3 
family is imprisoned for ten years the 
rights of thatfamily should be held as 
sacred as the Jaw held the right of a master 
to his slave’s labor. 

The interests of society and the preven- 
tion of crime require that a convict’s earn- 
ings shall be as nearly as possible eqyal to 
those of the free workingmen, and every- 
thing above necessary expense should be 
held in trust for him or turned over to his 
family. Contractors. enjoy exceptional 
facilities which enable them to pay a rea- 
sonable wage. Naturally, of course, they

evening to protest against the action of 
Congress in closing the World's Fair on 
‘Sundays brought out two most gratifying 
features. The discussion demonstrated 
that. the representative citizens and 
churchmep gathered there were not 
less liberal in their views of the 
uses of Sunday and the privilege of indi- 
viduals to use it according to their con- 
sciences than they were strict in their 
view of the impropriety of the attempt on 
the part of Congress to enforce any form of 
crabbed sabbatarianism upon citizens. 
Although not expressed in the resolution 
adopted, which it was explained was in 
accordance with the petition of the 
World’s Fair directors, the true keynote 
was struck in the treatment of both phases 
of the subject. The most important note 
of the discussion was the general 
recognition of the fact that Congress 
transcended its proper functions and 
violated a fundamental principle of free 
government when it presumed to regulate 
the observance of Sunday. The root of the 
matter lies in the assertion and mainte- 
nance of the principle of individual 
liberty in all matters of religious ob- 
servance. The right of a citizen to spend 
Sunday as he pleases, with due considera- 
tion for order and decency, precludes all 
interference. The freedom and respect 
due the strict Sabbatarian ip the per- 
formance of his religious exercises is due 


religious faith. No other method of in- 
ducing citizens to submit to any regula- 
tion of Sunday observance can be recog- 
nized as proper except moral suasion. No 
other is effectual. 

The resolution adopted by the meeting 
and the petition of the World’s Fair direc- 
tors, although covering the particular 
object sought in this case, do not cut deep 
enough, Theclause of the World’s Fair 
act referring to Sunday should be repealed 
in its entirety. The question of opening 
or shutting the Fair in part or in whole on 
that day should be left to the discretion of 
the directors and the influence of public 


opinion.

MoRE evidence of the abuse of the ab- 


solute power exercised by the Collector in 
the matter of issuing licenses was brought 
out yesterday by the arrestof an em- 
ployment agent on a charge of swindling. 
The applications for 
class are made to and passed upon by the 
Board of Police Commissioners.

There 
were two tickets in the feld, the 
regular ticket, headed by Mr. E. S. Abadie 
for President, nominated on Saturday night;

THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 

The President, A. D. Hartwell, reviewed 
the work of the year with great satisfaction. 
The most important event was probably the 
purchase of athletic grounds at De Hodia- 
mont, ata cost. fully improved, of $40,000, 
and which, when completed, would be 
turned over to the Pastime Athietic Club. 

The Secretary and Treasurer’s reports em- 
braced the following: 

On May 1, 1892, when the present Secretary 
took hold, there were 642 members. Under 
the operation of the $5 initiation this number 
was increased to1,011. For various reasons 
284 had been dropped and the membership 
was now 727. 

On Oct. 15, 1891, when the P. A. C. got into 
the building, there was $10,775.77. on hand.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS, 


A Variety of Matters Considered at the 
Meeting To-Day. 

The Board of Public Improvement met this 

forenoon. The business was mostly routine 


and unimportant. 

Street Commissioner Murphy submitted 
the schedule of street sprinkling lettings and 
asked that Jan. 27 be named as 
the date for receiving bids. This was 
done. There are forty-five districts, em- 
bracing 438.72 miles, a trifle of 1.27 mile less 


than last year. Some sixor seven milesin 
last year’s work are left out of this scheme, 
and about the same amount of space Is sub- 
stituted. 

The City Council sent over a request that in 
the pending ordinance to change the name of 
certain streets, Rappahannock street east of 
Grand avenue to de altered to Mag- 
nolla avenue. This necessitated a 
reference to the map, and when 
President Burnet ascertained that 
there was a jog' of fully 30 freet—a whole 
biock— between the two streets, at Grand 
avenue he expressed himself as not looking 
very favorably on the change. 

Plans for slating, tiling and fron and cop- 
per work for the City Hall came ove rm 
the architect, with a view of advertising for 
bids. It seemed to be the archi- 
tect’ idea that {proposals be made 
for the work in a lump, but Mr. Fechter and 
others expressed themselves as in fa- 
vor of giving each trade a chance 
to bid on the work sepa- 
rately. The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Public Bulldings with a suggestion 
to consider it in that light. 

The Park Commissioner reported plan of 
the arrangement of the new !oop of the Mis- 
sour! Railroad at Forest Park, and also 
the location of the pro osed shelter- House. 
The house is to be placed on the east side of 
the park about 210 feet south of the 
Blair statue, and will front the 
same, The bullding will be 960x167 
fect, and will cost $28,900. The Park Com- 
missioner said that the proposed arrange 
ment ot tracks, etc., would excellently sub- 
serve the public convenience.

Designers’ Initials on Cons. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

Examination of the World’s Fair souvenir 
half-dollar coins with a microscope or small 
magnifying glass reveals on the collar 
surrounding the imprint of the head 


of Columbu A tiny letter B. 
After the ‘‘B’’ has once been dis- 
cerned by the aid of the glass it can be 
plainly seen by the naked eye. It is exactly 
similar In size and design to the letters on 
the silver dollar to designate the particular 
mint at which they were coined. 

Chief Coiner Steel of the United States 
Mint, when asked to explain the matter, 
said: ‘‘The B' is the initial letter of the last 
name ofthe man who made the design for 
the coin, which is Barber. It is an old En- 
glish custom to place the designer’s initial 
on coins, and several pieces of 
United States coins are so marked. 
For instance, a careful scrutiny of tne bronze 
penny will discover the letter ‘M,’ which 
stands for Morgan, the name of the designer 
ofthatcoin. The double eagle bears the let- 
ter L' for Longacre, who made that design, 
and Mr. Barber’s Initial letter also appears 
on the silver dollar.“

THE TELEPHONE COMPANY DECLARES

Manager Résorting to the Usual Tao- 
tics to Mislead the Legislature—Coun- 
oil Work That Is Intended to Weaken 
the General Movement — Mr, Durant 
and His Pian of Oampaign. 


Manager George F. Durant of the Beall Tele- 
phone Co, is an aggressive man, and he 
doesn’t believe in a shilly-shally policy. He 
doesn’t want the Legislature to pass the bill 
of E. Senator F. Stone, and he under- 
stands that to prevent that 
be must take time by oi forelock, So he 


has sent to the Council Committee on Public 
Improvements and asked fhem to take up at 
once the bill he has there permitting 
him to subway bis wires. This 
committee is comp osed of the President of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, William T. Ander- 
son; Vice-President William M. Horton of 
the Council, and Councilman Charles F. 

Mr. James will not bo in St. Louis 
for some time. He is in Texas, buying cattle. 

Senator Stone’s bill was introduced into 
the Legislature Thursday. Friday the Posr- 
DISPATCH announced that the wire com- 
panies would try to defeat the bill by resort- 
ing to the tactics of 1691 and making a great 
show of zeal before the St. Louis Assembly. 
Saturday, Mr. Horton tore himself away 
from a very exacting business and became 
anxious for hiscommittee to consider with- 
out delay the Durant Dill, which had 
been lying unnoticed in the committee’s box 
for several months. Councilman Horton was 
asked by a reporter of the Post-DIsPATOH 
What he thought of the bill, and evaded a 
discussion of that, turning the conve rsation 
at once to the local bill.

The bill combines the best features of the 
New York and Chicago laws.

EAGER TO SUBWAY. 


The Missouri Anxious to Fut Its Wires 
Under Ground. 


The Missouri Electric Light and Power Co,, 
one ofthe three companies that has con- 
tracts for city ighting with St. Louls, this 
morning sent to the Board of Public Im- 
provements a book nearly three feet square, 
and about six inches thick, containing draw 
ings of their proposed subway system, With 
it came the following letter: 


We herewith submit for your approval a compre- 
hensive plan tor the laying of the wires of the Mis- 
souri Electric Light and Power Co. under ground, 

By the terms of the contract of the Missouri Elec- 
tric Light and Power (o. with the city, 
the former can, under certain con- 
ditions, de requested to lay its wires under 
ground, and there is no question, but it would be 
advisable for both parties, in the case of this con- 
tingency arising, that the change be made on @ 
comprehensive and elaborated pian, such as we con 
sider the plans now flied to be. As a mat- 
ter of fact, now if the methods adopted 
heretofore in other cities can be adopted in this 
city; partly because none of the methods adopted up 
to date can be considered as satisfactorily operated, 
and partly because the local conditions differ. 
There is no question but that the general 
pian herein submitted is the one which 
according to our present, knowledge is best adapted 
for the purpose of giving a satisfactory service to the 
publie, such as itis entitled to, with the least possi- 
ble disturbance to the streets. 

In the details, however, some uncertainty exists as 
to the best of several methods of laying the wires, 
and it is for this parpose that we have filed plans 
now, so that with the permission of your board 
some one section ma be laid on the lan 
which we now »elleve to be est 
that in case it proves as satisfactory as we how think 
it may be finally adopted for use in the entire plan. 
It is very likely thatthe experiénce gained in the 
layingand operating of a small section of the plan 
here submitted and which can be mutually 
agreed upon may result in suggesting numerous 
other changes in the laying, which, however, vill in 
no wise interfere with the 1 out of the gen- 
eral set of plans now submitted for your approval. 

We woals, therefore, ask you to please adopt the 
general plan herein submitted with the permission 
to ustolaya small section according to the plans, 
which we now believe to be the best, so that in case 
of the emergency arising, which is contemplated in 
the contract between this com pany and the city, the 


work of laying the wires underground may progress 


satisfactorily and with the greatest benefitto the

HAD NO ATTORNEY. - 


Mine Tromoter Whalen Has His Examina- 
tion Continued—He Still Talks Boldly. 
Among thieves, thugsand petty Offenders 

William Whalen, President of the St. Peter’s 


Consolidated Silver and Copper Mining 
Co., made his appearance in the Court 
of Criminal Correction this morning for a 
preliminary hearing onthetwo cases brought 
against him by excited stockholders, There 
was a motley crowd inthe room, but silence 
fell upon them, and as he stepped out 
of the cage every one craned for- 
ward to catch a glimpse of the man 
who was once regarded a millionaire. 
Dr. Lutz, Henry Nicolaus, the Schlossstein 
brotbers and severalinterested stockholders 
crowded about the bar as the little promoter 
stepped forward. Whalen seemed dazed 
as he faced the crowd and stood 
stock still, but a Deputy Sherif’ pushed 
him up to the bar, where he faced Judge Cla!- 
borne. His prosecutors looked surprised 
when they noted the absence of Gov. John- 
son from the side of his reputed client and 
the 1loox turned to one of dis- 
appointment when in reply to the 
Judge’s question, Whalen asked for a con- 
tinuance, as he had been unable to secure 
counsel. Aftera short consultation with the 
defense, it was agreed to postpone the hear- 
ing until Friday, Jan. 24. 

After Whalen was led back to the 
cage he was asked why he had been without 
counsel, He answered readily, Because I 
did not want any. The reply was signif. 
cant in view of the way in which he had ob- 
tained a post ponement. Askea if 
Gov. Johnson had not been retained 
by him, be said: The Governor was 
my attorney, but we had a disagreement last 
evening over the retaining fee and I dis- 
pensed with his services. I will now have 
ample time to select a lawyer.’’ 

Do you anticipate getting ball?“

I wanted to raise $15,000 to put in a few 
copper smelters and a machine for saving a 
larger quantity of the silver, The silver in 
the mine is in the form of chlorides, and the 
machines we had could only sepa- 
rate a small per cent. The new mill 
would bring out 90 per cent of the 
product and everything would be going on 
swimmingly if it had not been for this prose- 
cution. ff any one thinks this will knock me 
out they don’t know me. Whenl get out of 
bere my wife, who is now out near the 
mines, will join me and I will live in 
St. Louls. These people here need not 
be afraid; they have Prof, Hambach’s report 
and if that is not strong enough they can 
have the opinion of Prof. Lloyd Owen of Lon- 
don, a world-famous mining expert.’’ 

Did you show Prof. Hambach the mines?“

“There has been no snow to speak of in this imme- 
diate section and the weather has been unusually 
dry for a lengthy period, with sadden and severe 
changes in the temperature. This combination of 
unfavorable circumstances has not alone excited 
apprehensions, but is now Dbriaging forth complaints 
from farmers in St. Louis County. 


Weather conditions to-day—A severe cold wave 
covers the country from Missouri north and east;

The temperature will still fall 
decidedly in the Atlantic and Gulf States, probably 
carrying freezing weather into Northern Florida 
Forecast—Continued cold weather Wednesday 
moruing followed by warmer; fair until Wednesday 
evening.

Indiana, too, is said to be very 
low in country stocks, as in fact is all States East of 
the Mississippi with the possible exception of Illi- 
nois. In the whole country, Kansas probably carries 
the largest reserve of any State.

STEAM ENGINE AND CABLE CAR 


They Coms Together on Broadway and 
Poplar Street. 


The whistle of engine No. 110, Missouri Pa- 
cific road, gave a shrill blast atthe crossing 
at Broadway and Poplar street this 
morning at 5:50 o’clock and then 
almost instantly smashed into the 


rear end of trailer No. 204 attached to grip 
No. 5o0f the Broadway line. The trailer was 
knocked clear off the track and up againsta 
telegraph post at the southwest corner of the 
streets, It was detached from the 
grip by the force of the blow, and glass and 
splinters flew in all directions. Conductor 
M. Fracie of 812 Salisbury street was sent 
spinning from the rear platform, 
and an Italian lemon peddler 
rolled over the paving with his lemons 
bounding about him. Luckily there were no 
passengers inside the car. Had there been a 
number of casualties might have hadto be 
recorded. The engine was not seriously dis- 
turbed by the contact and continued to move 
until it had reached a point about fifty 
yards above the crossing. Then Engineer 
Wallace Davis brought it to a stand- 
still and, jumping off, ran back to the 
corner to ascertain the extent of 
the damage. He found Conductor Fracie 
still lying in the street, and the 
lemon peddler engaged in a scramble 
for his lemons with two or three boys as his 
competitors. Fracie was taken into a saloon 
on the corner, where he straightened. out his 
arms, felt his legs and body, and then said 
recelved serious in- 
returned to his 
machine and moved on to the depot and 
Motorman M. J. Smith, who, with his grip, 
had been left intact on the track, took Con- 
ductor Fracieaway. The latter bore no 
traces of his expertence except 
few skinned and bleeding knuckles. 
men of the railway line succeeded 
in getting the car back on the track,and it 
was hauled northtothe repair shops. The 
damage is placed at $500, asthe body of the 
car was badly wrecked. 

Watchman Henry Goodrich was on guard 
at the crossing at the time of the accident, 
and whenthe street car came along, going 
south, helet it pes under tbe first gate, 
thinking it would have plenty of time to 
cross befcre the engine, which was then 
down at Fourth street, could reach the in- 
tersection of the tracks. But Motorman 
Smith in response to the conductor’s signal 
slowed the dummy down to let off the Italian 
peddler and almost came to a stop with the 
rear end of the trailer still on the crossing 
when the engine’s headlight threw a bright 
glare on the car. Then came the whistle and 
the crash. The street car men biame the 
engineer and the latter contends that it was 
either the fault of the watchman or the con- 
ductor and motorman. No arrests were 
made, and they are all very fortunate that 
they have not to answer for loss of life.
